Report of the Central Statistical Board of the State Planning Commission, 
D.P.R.K., on the Fulfilment of the 1960 Plan for the Development of 
the National Economy 


Under the brilliant leadership of the 


Workers’ Party of Korea, the entire labour- 


ing people headed by the working class 
have won splendid victory in carrying out 
the central tasks of the adjusting period 
for easing the strain created in some 
branches of the national economy, boosting 
the lagging branches and further improv- 
ing the people’s living, while further con- 
solidating the achievements attained in 
carrying out the First Five-Year Plan. 
The heavy industry bases with the ma- 
chine-building industry as the core have 
been reinforced and better equipped, and 
the foundation of the self-supporting na- 


tional economy has been further consoli- 
dated. 

With the assistance of the powerful 
heavy industry, technical re-equipment in 


all fields of the national economy including 
the mechanization of agriculture is being 
successfully realized. 

With the implementation of the Party 
policy for concentrating forces on agricul- 
ture, production upsurge was brought a- 
bout in grain cultivation and in all other 
branches of agriculture. 

Raw material bases for light industry 
have been further reinforced and fresh 
achievements were attained in expanding 
the variety of the articles for popular con- 
sumption and improving their quality. 

Inspired by the instructions Comrade 
Kim Il Sung gave during his on-the-spot 
Guidance of the Chungsan-ri Village and 
Kangsu County Party organizations, the 
entire working people have further stepped 
up the Chullima movement and intensified 


their struggle to produce more with the 
manpower and equipment on hand. 


The splendid successes achieved in 
carrying out the tasks of the adjusting 
period are the fine fruits of the Chungsan- 
ri method. 


The achievements attained in all fields of 
the national economy in 1960 are as fol- 
lows: 


1. DEVELOPMENT OF INDUSTRY 


The gross industrial output value plan 
for 1960 was overfulfilled by 3 per cent, of 
which central industry went up by 4 per 
cent and local industry by 2 per cent. 


The gross industrial output value in 1960 
showed a 3.5 times increase over 1956. 


As a result of the priority growth of 
heavy industry with simultaneous develop- 
ment of light industry, production of the 
means of production and of consumer 
goods increased as follows:

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By better equipping and reinforcing the 
existing generating and _ transmission 
equipment, in 1960 workers in electrical 
‘industry overcame an acute dearth of wat- 
er and overtfulfilled the plan for power out- 


ut. 
: By undertaking the tunnelling prior to 
hewing and, at the same time, concentrat- 
ing forees on the big coal mines such as 
Aoji, Kokunwon, Kocham, Shinchang youth 
mines and improving and reinforcing the 
technical equipment at these coal mines, 
workers in coal mining industry registered 
fresh innovations in coal production. 

A movement for increased production 
initiated by the members. of the Twice 
Chullima Youth Work-team led by Hero of 
Labour Li Seung Hwan of the Aoji Col- 
liery, a movement for cutting more than 
10.000 tons in a month at one hewing 
place, has spread to all coal mines. 

The Hamyun and Ryongmoon collieries 
registered innovations in coal output, the 
former increasing monthly output at one 
hewing place to 15,000 tons and the latter 
to 28,000 tons. 

Output of high caloried coal and lump 
coal (B) showed a sharp increase of 45 per 
cent over the previous year, and their share 
in the total coal output increased markedly. 

In 1960 the work done by machine in 
loading inside pits, in transport inside and 
outside pits and in other major operations 
increased by 10-13 per cent over the previ- 
ous year, and the share of permanent pits 
ec by 13 per cent in the same peri- 
cd. 

Proceeding from the central tasks of the 
adjusting period, serious attention was 
paid to the development of ore mining in- 
dustry. 

Large quantities of machines and equip- 
ment were sent to ore mines in order to 
reinforce the technical equipment in the 
mining industry. The number of pneumatic 
compressors increased by 9 per cent over 
the previous year, rock drills by 38 per 
cent, winches by 42 per cent and crushers 
by 32 per cent. 

In 1960, the work done -by machine in 
the operation of loading and transporting 
Ore and dirt at the pit faces was 35-60 per 
cent higher than in the previous year. 

Geological prospecting stepped up and 
Various kinds of useful. minerals were ex- 
plored. The Party policy for undertaking 
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pit construction and tunnelling ahead of 
hewing was carried out. 

In 1960, tunnels with a total length of 
249 kilo-metres were driven and 9,180,000 
cubic metres of overburden were removed 
in ore mines. 

In many mines, a movement for high- 
speed drilling was widely unfolded and ad- 
vanced blasting method was widely ap- 
plied, with the result that the average 
monthly drilling exceeded 110 metres and 
the amount of ore hewed per rock-drill 
showed an increase of 9.8 per cent over the 
previous year. 

Workers in the metal industry normaliz- 
ed production by reinforcing repair and 
maintenance shops and regularly repairing 
and better equipping blast furnaces, open- 
hearth furnaces, electric furnaces and roll- 
ing equipment. 

In 1960, the coefficient of utilization of 
blast furnace improved by 0.16 compared 
with the previous year, per-hour output at 
open-hearth furnace showed an increase of 
7 per cent and per-hour output at steel rod 
rolling equipment registered an increase of 
86 per cent over the previous year. 

To meet the demands of the national eco- 
nomy for structural steel of varied specifi- 
cations and qualities, workers in the metal 
industry produced 145 kinds of new special 
steel and various kinds of standard struc- 
tural steel. 

In 1960, workers in the field of the ma- 
chine-building industry produced large 
quantities of machines needed for accele- 
rating the technical reconstruction in all 
fields of the national economy, especially a 
large amount of machines for farm mechani- 
zation and various kinds of light industry 
equipment. 

In 1960, the plan for the production of 
farm machines and tools was overiulfilled 
by 17 per cent, and more than 50 kinds of 
motor-driven and animal-drawn farm ma- 
chines were produced and supplied. 

Material and technical foundation of the 
machine-building industry was _ further 
reinforced. In 1960, building of a large-size 
ship of 3,000 tons was undertaken; large- 
size machines and equipment and precision 
machines, such as a large-size 3,000-ton 
press, a 400-ton oil pressure press, diesel 
engines for ships, 5,000 kva hydraulic tur- 
bines and _ generators, 8-ton accumulator 
electric locomotives, voltmeters, and am- 
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pere-meters were 
modern machines and equipment needed 
for the building of the Bongoong Vinyl 
Chloride Factory, Bongoong Chemical Dye- 
stuff Factory and Bongoong Vinalon Fac- 
tory were manufactured. 

In 1960, provincial integrated machine- 
building factories, city and county farm 
machine factories and repair and mainten- 
ance shops in enterprises were better 
equipped and reinforced. 

By introducing mechanization and auto- 
mation in the production processes for 
higher chemical fertilizer output, workers 
in the field of the chemical industry re- 
markably increased the capacity of each 
major production equipment such as am- 
monium sulphate saturating machine, am- 
monia synthetic tower and nitrogen sepa- 
rator. 

In 1960, great success was achieved in 
building chemical fibre bases, and with the 
production of vinyl chloride and various 
kinds of dyestuffs it was made possible to 
manufacture various kinds of daily neces- 
saries including raincoats, imitation lea- 
ther shoes and bags. 

On the basis of the splendid achieve- 
ments in heavy industry, new achievements 
were also attained in light industry. 

In 1960, in light industry, serious atten- 
tion was paid to the improvement of quali- 
ty and the expansion of variety of pro- 
ducts. Output of high quality fabrics such 
as poplin, yaksandan and _ newton (silk 
fabrics), materials for suits and overcoats 
was 21 per cent higher than in the previ- 
ous year. 

In 1960, the variety of articles for popu- 
lar consumption increased by more than 
300 compared with the previous year. 

No small successes were achieved in 
foodstuff processing. 

Quality of subsidiary diet such as soya- 
bean sauce, bean paste and processed vege- 
tables was raised, and its variety increased 
by more than 40 compared with the previ- 
ous year. 

With a view to implementing the Party 
policy for supplying in greater quantities 
nutritious subsidiary diet to the population. 
a struggle was extensively waged to build 
production bases of edible oil. 

As a result of the implementation of the 
Party policy for developing local industry 
in parallel with central industry, in 1960 
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newly produced; and 


the role of local industry in the production 
of the articles of popular consumption was 
further raised. 

In 1960, the output value in local indus- 
try was 34 per cent above the figure of the 
previous year, and during the same period 
the share of local industry in total indus- 
trial output value increased from 33 per 
cent to 39 per cent, and the share of local 
industry in the output value of consumer 
goods increased from 39 per cent to 56 per 
cent.

With a view to further reinforcing the 


local industry, in 1960 the Party organized 
economic commission in each province and 
dispatched over 2,000 technicians and ex- 
perts to local industry to further reinforce 
the ranks of technical personnel. 


With the introduction of many machines 
such as  power-operated looms and paper 
making machines, in 1960 mechanization of 
production processes in local industry fur- 
ther stepped up. 


Upholding the Party policy for positively 
enlisting and turning to account the local 
raw material resources, in 1960 local in- 
dustry enterprises produced goods worth 
512 million won by using local raw materi- 
al resources alone. 
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in 1960, material and technical founda- 
tion of the fishing industry was further 
reinforced. The number of motor-driven 
boats was one per cent greater than in the 
previous year, and fishing tackle improved 
remarkably. Refrigerating equipment was 
further reinforced, making it possible to 
supply more fresh and frozen fish to the 
population than in the previous year. 

But, in the fishing industry, the 1960 
plan for marine products was not fulfilled. 


9 DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


Boundlessly inspired by the instructions 
Comrade Kim Jl Sung gave during his on- 
the-spot guidance of the Chungsan-ri vil- 
lage and Kangsu County Party organiza- 
tions, the entire peasants waged a patrio- 
tic struggle, with the result that the tasks 
for the adjusting period of concentrating 
forces on farm mechanization and of fur- 
ther stepping up the output of grain and 
other farm produce were splendidly carried 
out. 

Fresh achievements were scored in 1960 
in carrying out the technical revolution in 
agriculture. 

The number of farm machines in agricul- 
ture increased as follows:

In 1960, 12,500 tractors, 839 lorries and 
49,000 trailing farm machines of various 
types took part in field work in the rural 
areas. 

. In 1960, the number of farm machine sta- 

tions, the stronghold of farm mechaniza- 
tion, increased and their technical equip- 
ment was reinforced. 

The number of tractors owned by the 
farm machine stations showed an increase 
of 43 per cent over the previous year.

In 1960, the total amount of work done 
by tractors doubled that of the previous year. 
Compared with the previous year, the a- 
mount of major work done by tractors in- 
creased as follows:

In 1960, in the provinces of South 


Pyongan and South Hwanghai where for- 
ces were concentrated on the mechaniza- 
tion of agriculture the total amount of 
work done by tractors increased 2.2 times 
compared with the previous year, of which 
land readjusting work 2.3 times, furrowing 
and weeding 12.7 times and transport work 
4.8 times. 

The share of motor-driven power in trac- 
tion in agriculture increased from 47 per 
cent in 1959 to 55 per cent in 1960. 

The level of farm mechanization rose, 
and as a result, co-op members were ireed 
from arduous work, the tight situation of 
labour power created in some rural areas 
was eased, and a total of more than 40 
million man-days were saved. 

In 1960, farm mechanization made it pos- 
sible to turn 36,000 Korean cows into milch 
COWS. 

Extensive introduction of farm mechani- 
zation made it possible to carry out spring 
ploughing and rice seedling transplanta- 
tion more than 20 days earlier than usual 
and weed for 5-6 times or even more the 
paddy and non-paddy fields with an acre- 
age of 360,000 jungbo more than in the 
previous year. 

While consolidating the successes in irri- 
gation, in 1960 the state went on with the 
large-scale irrigation projects such as Ki- 
yang, Uhjidon, Chungdan in order to fur- 
ther expand the area of paddy and non- 
paddy fields under irrigation, and, at the 
same time, extensively carried out anti- 
erosion and water conservancy works in 
the areas along the east coast. 

In 1960, the area of irrigated paddy 
fields made up 98 per cent of the total 
paddy fields. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung’s instructions on 
retaining rural labour power and concen- 
trating forces on farm work were imple- 
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mented. In 1960 the state took measures 
for replenishing agriculture with over 
87,000 work hands, and 30-40 per cent 
more labour power than in the previous 
year was put in farm work. Work-teams 
were rationally reorganized to suit the new 
circumstances, and non-productive labour 
power decreased by 7 per cent compared 
with the previous year. 

The socialist principle of distribution 
was thoroughly observed, with the result 
that the political enthusiasm of the peas- 
ants and their material interests in produc- 
tion were raised. Working rate of the agri- 
cultural co-op members rose to 94 per cent 
and average work-days of an agricultural 
co-op member increased from 301 in the 
previous year to 345. 

Technical forces in rural areas, too, grew 
rapidly. 

In response to the Party’s call to render 
technical assistance to the rural areas, in 
1960 over 3,000 agronomists, zoo-technici- 
ans and veterinarians went to the rural 
areas and the newly trained 13,000 tractor 
and lorry drivers were dispatched to the 
countryside. 

With the direct assistance of the techni- 
cal personnel dispatched to the country- 
side, the work of disseminating advanced 
farming techniques was extensively carried 
out in agricultural co-ops and many tech- 
nical personnel were trained. As of the end 
of December 1960, the number of technical 
personnel in the countryside was 3.5 times 
as many as in the previous year. 

With a view to implementing the Party 
policy for continuously extending arable 
land and raising its utility rate, state agro- 
stock farms and agricultural co-ops carried 
out aS a mass movement the work of re- 
ee the waste land and reclaiming new 
and. 

In 1960, 103,000 jungbo were added to 
the arable land and 133,000 jungbo of fields 
were readjusted. 

For the purpose of improving the oxidiz- 
ed land, 156,000 tons of carbide ash and 
4,000 tons of slaked lime were brought to 
the fields. 

In 1960, extention of the area under two- 
crop cultivation—crop cultivation prior to 
rice transplanting or crop cultivation after 
wheat harvest—and the area under inter- 
row and mixed planting resulted in in- 
creasing the total sown area by 360,000 
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jungbo as compared with the previous 
year, while the land utility rate rose from 
150 per cent to 174 per cent. 

Thus the area sown to grain increased by 
653,000 jungbo, of which the area sown to 
rice, a high-yielding crop, by 20,000 jungbo 
and the area sown to maize by 300,000 
jungbo. 

In 1960, application of advanced farming 
methods such as_ cold-bed rice seedling 
growing, cotton seedling growing in 
humus-pot, improved fertilizing system and 
planting of the hybridized maize of the 
first generation made it possible to achieve 
no small success. 


In 1960, 400,000 tons of chemical fertil- 
izers and 9,000 tons of insecticides were 
supplied to the rural areas, while the peas- 
ants prepared and manured large quanti- 
ties of compost. 


As a result of the reinforcement of the 
material and technical foundation of agri- 
culture and the implementation of the 
Chungsan-ri method, in 1960 an unprece- 
dentedly rich crop was harvested. Total 
grain output in 1960 was 3,803,000 tons, 
which means 1.4 times as high as in the 
pre-war year of 1949, or more than double 
that in 1946. 

With the implementation of the Party 
policy for bringing about many-sided de- 
velopment of agriculture laying stress on 
grain production, big successes were a- 
chieved in vegetable production and fruits 
growing. Vegetable output was 42 per cent 
greater than in 1959. In 1960, the area of 
erchards showed an increase of 69 per cent 
over the previous year, and fruit output in- 
creased by 16 per cent. 


On the basis of the upsurge of agricul- 
tural production, certain successes were 4a- 
chieved also in stock breeding. In 1960, 
fodder bases for stock breeding and their 
material and _ technical foundation were 
further consolidated. At the end of 1960, 
the number of milch cow was 15 per cent 
ereater than in the previous year, sheep 
and goat 2 per cent and the number of 
rabbits was double that in the previous 
year. In 1960, milk output was 7 per cent 
higher than in the previous year, wool out- 
put 11 per cent, and honey output 28 per 
cent. 


In 1960, the work of creating forests. of 
economic value was carried out as a na- 
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tion-wide movement, with the result that 
15,000 jungbo of forests for fibres and 
paper, 21,000 jungbo of forests of oil-bear- 
ing trees, and 20,000 jungbo of forests of 
wild fruits were newly created and 438 
million saplings were planted. 


By thoroughly implementing Comrade 
Kim ll Sung’s instructions on improving 
management system and effecting cost-ac- 
counting system in work-teams, state agro- 
stock farms achieved great results in pro- 
duction. The acreage of arable land in the 
state agro-stock farms increased by 6 per 
cent compared with the previous year, the 
area sown to farm produce by 17 per cent, 
grain output by 20 per cent, meat output 
by 45 per cent and fruits output by 15 per 
cent. 


3. DEVELOPMENT OF TRANSPORT AND 
COMMUNICATIONS 


The workers in the field of transport 
have met fully the growing demand of 
every branch of the national economy for 
transport by firmly establishing work sys- 
tem and order and adjusting and reinforc- 
ing the existing transport facilities and 
rolling stock and raising their utility rate.

In 1960 the railway between Kiljoo and 
Myungchun was electrified, thereby en- 
hancing further the carrying capacity and 
Saving some 55,000 tons of coal. 


The rate of mechanization of loading and 
unloading operations at railways was rais- 
ed by 12 per cent compared with the previ- 
Ous year. 


Compared with 1956, in 1960 the turn- 
round of freight car was shortened by two 
days. Compared with the previous year, the 
average running distance of locomotives 
per 24 hours grew to 103 per cent, the tech- 
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nical speed of a train to 101 per cent, and 
commercial speed to 102 per cent. The 
freight turnover per wagon grew to 114 
per cent and the traction tonnage of freight 
cars to 103 per cent as against the previ- 
ous year. 


The cultural conditions of the railway 
transport were further improved. 


During the period between the February 
1959 Plenum of the Central Committee of 
the Party and the end of 1960, over 160 
fine railway stations were newly built and 
many other railway stations were fitted up 
in a cultural way. 


In the field of motor vehicle transport, 
the number of automobiles increased 1.4 
times in 1960 as against the previous year 
and automobile transport “was extended 
even to the remote mountainous areas. 


In the domain of water transport, recon- 
struction and expansion were carried out 
at such major ports as Chungjin, Heung- 
nam, Nampo, and the carrying capacity of 
boats was raised considerably. 


Great success was registered 
sphere of communications. 


The 1960 communication service plan 
was overfulfilled by 17 per cent. The broad- 
casting capacity and networks were further 
expanded and the number of radios and 
loud-speakers increased by 22 per cent.

4. GROWTH OF CAPITAL CONSTRUC- 
TION 


In 1960 the domain of capital construc- 
tion fulfilled successfully the tasks of ad- 
justing period, the tasks of concentrating 
investment on the mechanization of rural 
economy, fishing industry, chemical fibre 
industry, mining industry and housing con- 
struction as well as on the work of main- 
taining and repairing the existing facili- 
ties. 


In 1960 the total value of state invest- 
ment in capital construction in all branches 
of the national economy amounted to 570 
million won. Sixtyeight per cent of the: to- 
tal investment in capital construction went 
to productive construction, of which 46 per 
cent was used for industrial construction. 
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The growth of the value of investment 
in capital construction in each branch is 
as follows:

In industrial construction no small 
fumber of enterprises were newly built by 
ensuring economic effectiveness in invest- 
ment, determining correctly the order of 
construction objects and concentrating 
force on the major objects. The generating 
units with a capacity of 79,000 kva of the 
Huchungang and Boojungang Power Sta- 
tions, the nonferrous metal concentration 
centres with an annpal capacity of 
1,096,000 tons of the nine mines including 
Dukhyun and Samhai, the iron ore concen- 
tration centre with an annual capacity of 
920,000 tans of the Moosan Mine, selecting 
center of the Ryongwon and Hasung 
Mines, the graphite concentration centres 
with an annual capacity of 210,000 tons of 
the Dongbang, Ubuk and Chuiheung 
Mines, coking battery No. 2 with an annual 
capacity of 350,000 tons of the Hwanghai 
Iron Works, the Bongoong Vinyl Chloride 
Factory with an annual capacity of 6,000 
tons, the Bongoong Dyestuff Factory with 
an annual capacity of 900 tons, the Shinui- 
joo Textile Combinat with an annual capa- 
city of 8,000 tons of cotton yarn and 30 
million metres of textile fabrics, the spinn- 
ing and weaving facilities of the Koosung 
Textile Mill, and many other factories and 
shops were newly constructed or expanded. 

Besides these, the construction of the up- 
to-date Bongoong Vinalon Factory with an 
annual production capacity of 20,000 tons, 
the Woonbong Power Station, Kangge 
Youth Power Station, the Nonferrous Metal 
Rolling Factory of the Nampo Smeltery, 
the Artificial Fibre Factory of the Shinui- 
joo Textile Combinat, the Pyongyang 
General Printing Plant and many other 
large-scale construction projects progress- 
ed successfully. 
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The year 1960 saw brisk headway in the 
construction of the democratic capital as 
well as local towns. On the occasion ol 
15th anniversary of the August 15 libera- 
tion, the Pyongyang Grand Theatre, the 
Korean Revolutionary Museum, the Cen- 
tral Art Museum, the Okryoo-kwan Re- 
staurant, the Okryoo Bridge, the Moran- 
bong Stadium, the Taisung-san Zoo, the 
Namgang Reservoir, and many other large, 
modern buildings and structures and faci- 
lities were constructed in a short time by 
the creative labour struggle of the builders 
and the entire citizens of Pyongyang. 
Hamheung, Chungjin, Wonsan, Haijoo, 
Kangge, and other provincial seats are be- 
ing built into magnificent modern cities. 


With their own funds agricultural co- 
operatives secured farm machines and im- 
plements and carried out, together with 
Jand construction, productive construction: 
more than 10,000 pens, over 1,000 tobacco 
drying rooms and silkworm-rearing rooms, 
950 buildings of repair plants. 


The Party’s policy of industrializing con- 
struction was carried through and the pro- 
portion of assembling in construction grew 
12.1 per cent as a whole above the previous 
year, of which housing construction grew 
1.1 per cent. 


In 1960 the production of various prefab 
parts and stone for meeting satisfactorily 
the demand for building materials needed in 
vast construction work increased. Especially 
by industrializing the production of light 
parts the volume of prefab parts used in 
assembling construction increased by 13 
per cent as compared with the previous 
year. 


Compared with the previous year, the 
mechanization level of construction work 
rose 8.1 per cent in earth work and 10.7 
per cent in concrete mixing work. 


In 1960 the quality of construction im- 
proved further. In housing construction in 
Pyongyang as a whole the proportion of 
sectional apartments of modern type a- 
mounted to 77 per cent and by raising the 
quality of building materials including 
large-size tiles in the production of build- 
ing materials a considerable improvement 
was made in the roofing as well as finish- 
ing work. 
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« UTILITY RATE OF EQUIPMENT AND 
ENHANCEMENT OF LABOUR 
PRODUCTIVITY 


By rolling on more energetically the 
Chullima movement, the working people of 
our country brilliantly carried through in 
all branches of the national economy the 
Party’s call to increase production with the 
labour and equipment on hand. 


In 1960 under the impact of Premier 
Kim Il Sung’s instructions at Chungsan-ri 
the Chullima work-team movement saw a 
new high, sweeping all branches of the na- 
tional economy. 


As of the end of 1960 19,000 work-teams 
were participating in the Chullima work- 
team movement, embracing 350,000 work- 
ers, technicians and office employees. A- 
mong them the number of those work- 
teams honoured with the title of the Chulli- 
ma work-team had _ swelled from 172 in 
1959 to 911 in all branches including the 
industrial branches by the end of 1960 and 
those awarded the honourable title of twice 
Chullima work-team numbered 15. 


Thanks to the labour innovation of the 
riders of Chullima and the rapid develop- 
ment of production technique high techni- 
cal and economic indices were registered. 


The Chullima riders widely introduced 
in 1960 mechanization and automation in- 
{o production processes and equipped fur- 
ther on up-to-date lines iron and steel in- 
dustry as well as rolling, ore dressing, 
generating, chemical, textile. and foodstuff 
processing equipment. The entire working 
people who rose up for technical innova- 
tion made 37,000 suggestions for various 
technical innovations during the period of 
less than three months from the Enlarged 
August 1960 Plenum of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Workers’ Party of Korea up 
to the end of October. The figure is 11,000 
more than that raised in the one year prior 
to the Enlarged August Plenum. 

Of the suggestions of the technical inno- 
vations 12,000 items were introduced into 
production and construction, raising the 
work efficiency considerably.

The struggle for the enhancement of the 
level of technique and skill was intensified 
among the working people and labour 
descipline further strengthened. 


In 1960, 60,000 managerial workers and 
skilled workers were trained at the special 
training organs and sent to every branch 
of the national economy. As a result of the 
intensified struggle of the working people 
for raising the level of technique and skill, 
the grade of skill of the workers in the in- 
dustrial domain was enhanced by 0.3 com- 
pared with the previous year and that of 
workers of local industrial factories by 0.7. 

In 1960 the proportion of workers who 
participated in the piece-work system in- 
creased by 8 per cent in industry and 10 
per cent in capital construction as compar- 
ed with the previous year. 

The rapid growth of the ranks of Chul- 
lima, the strengthening of the technical 
equipment in the production processes, the 
enhancement of the working people’s level 
of technique and skill, and the improve- 
ment of organization of labour brought 
steady growth to labour productivity. 

The labour productivity in industry grew 
6 per cent in 1960 compared with 1959 and 
in capital construction 12 per cent. 

Compared with the average cost of the 
previous year, in 1960 the cost of industrial 
goods was reduced by 4 per cent thanks to 
the enhancement of labour productivity and 
economization in consumption of materials.

6. ENHANCEMENT OF MATERIAL AND 
CULTURAL STANDARD OF PEOPLE 


Thanks to the popular steps taken  re- 
peatedly by the Workers’ Party of Korea 
which regards the promotion of the peo- 


ple’s welfare as the supreme principle 
guiding their activity, the material and 
cultural living of the people further im- 


proved. 
Based on the growth of production and 
the rise of labour productivity, in 1960 na- 


tional income increased some 1.1 times 
as against the previous year, or roughly 
2.2 times compared with 1956. The 


rapid growth of national income enabled 
us to increase the income of the working 
people considerably while ensuring the sys- 
tematic growth of accumulation. 

The average monetary wages of the fac- 
tory and office workers in 1960 rose to 106 
per cent as against the previous year and 
2.3 times compared with 1956. As a result 
of mass employment of the family members 
of workers and office employees in  facto- 
ries, the monetary wages per household in- 
creased more rapidly than that per factory 
and office worker. 

The unprecedented bumper harvest and 
the great benefit given by the state have led 
to the further improvement of the peasants’ 
living. 

The per member household share in the 
agricultural co-operatives increased in 
1960 as follows:

Besides, the peasants gained no less a- 
mount of additional income from various 
side-lines. The peasants in the mountainous 
region improved their living rapidly by 
carrying through the Party’s policy on 
effective use of mountains. The peasants in 
Changsung County and Byukdong County 
of North Pyongan Province, in Sooan 
County of North Hwanghai Province, in 
Bupdong County of Kangwon Province, 
and in other mountainous regions not only 
rapidly increased the agricultural produc- 
tion but earned no less grain and cash in- 
come than the peasants in plain areas by

capitalizing every advantage 
mountains. 

The Party and the government lowered 
by a wide margin the rate of agricultural 
tax-in-kind and took steps to exempt some 
counties from  tax-in-kind completely. In 
1960 the Party and the government again 
provided the peasants with vast benefits 
such as the cancellation of the bank credit 
amounting to 100 million won, and the 
payment of money for farm machines and 
implements and grain loans. 


Thanks to the growing agricultural pro-

duction and the concern of the state, the 
living standard of the peasants of our 
country as a whole reached the level of 
middle peasants or well-to-do middle 
peasants. 


Keeping pace with the growing purchas- 
ing power of the population, the commodi- 
ty supply in urban and rural communities 
further improved. In 1960 the plan for the 
retail turnover of the state and cooperative 
trade was overfulfilled by 0.5 per cent, the 
turnover being 3 per cent greater than the 
previous year. Compared with 1956, the 
retail turnover of the state and co-opera- 
live organs grew 3.1 times, of which the 
turnover of foodstuff went up 2.5 times, and 
non-foodstuff commodity 3.7 times. 


There was a change in qualitative com- 
position of goods supplied to the popula- 
tion. With the question of the staple food 
basically solved, the supply of high nutriti- 
ous subsidiary diet was increased. 


Sales of high quality clothes, leather 
shoes, furniture, articles of cultural use, 
etc. also showed a marked increase.

With the successful carrying through of 
the Party’s policy of improving the food- 
stuff supply to the urban communities and 
workers’ settlements the foodstuff supplied 
to the urban communities and workers’ 
settlements increased to 107 per cent in 
1960 compared with the previous year. The 
social and cultural outlay for the promotion 
of people’s welfare was about 460 million 
won in 1960, an increase of 20 per cent 
above the previous year. 

In 1960 the factory and office workers 
received from the state 2,190,000 square 
metres of houses, 32 per cent more than in 
the previous year, and the agricultural co-op- 
eratives also constructed many houses with 
their own funds. 

New changes were brought about in the 
people’s cultural life, too. In 1960, the net- 
work of schools of all levels including 
higher educational institutions was further 
expanded and the educational system and 
the content of education were improved in 
compliance with socialist construction and 
the fulfilment of immediate technical re- 
volution. 

In 1960-1961 academic year the students 
of schools of all levels total 2,530,000, of 
Which the students of technical schools 
276,000, those of middle and higher special- 
ized schools 121,000, and those of higher 
educational institutions 100,000. In 1960, 
all the junior middle school graduates in 
the cities and workers’ districts were en- 
rolled into technical schools. In 1960, in 
accordance with the educational policy of 
our Party for strengthening technical edu- 
cation and combining education with pro- 
duction, 11 communist institutes were set 
up, 24 technical colleges where workers 
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study while working were established in 
factories, enterprises and agro-stock farms 
and the network of higher technical schools 
was expanded on a big scale. 


As of the end of 1960, 840,000 working 
people were studying in working people's 
schools and working people’s middle 
schools. The graduates from higher educa- 
tional institutions and middle and higher 
specialized schools grew by 22 per cent re- 
spectively compared with the previous year. 


The Party and government provided the 
compatriots who returned from Japan and 
the youth and children who came over to 
the northern part from South Korea in 
quest of a means of living with a large a- 
mount of stipend and necessary conditions 
for study and sent a big sum of scholar- 
ships on several occasions to the Korean 
youth and children studying in Japan. © 


Marked progress was made in culture 
and arts, too. 

Thirtyfour theatres and cinemas were 
newly set up in 1960 and five per cent more 
people than the previous year saw films. 
One hundred eightytwo documentary and 
feature films and a large number of other 
art works were produced in 1960. 

The cultural and hygienic work was car- 
ried out as a nation-wide drive in towns 
and rural villages and, thanks to the ac- 
tive prophylactic and therapeutic work, the 
health of the working people has been pro- 
moted and the life of the inhabitants fur- 
ther improved in a cultural and hygienic 
way. 

In 1960, the number of therapeutic  or- 
gans for in-patients increased to 109 per 
cent and their beds by 4,000 compared with 
the previous year. The number of therapeu- 
tic organs for out-patients increased by 48 
per cent, of which the rural therapeutic or- 
gans increased by 66 per cent. The average 
life span of the people has been extended 
by 20 years compared with that at the time 
of the Japanese imperialist rule and the 
mortality rate fell by 1.5 per one thousand 
of population compared with the previous 
year. 

Our working people under the leadership 
of the Workers’ Party of Kerea won a new 
victory in socialist construction by fulfilling 
successfully the national economic devel- 
opment plan for 1960. As a result, the foun-

dation of the socialist economy has been 
further consolidated and the material and 
cultural living of the people improved 
rapidly. By carrying out the tasks of the 
adjusting period, the working people in the 
northern part prepared well for scaling a 
yet higher peak in socialist construction.
